STATE LIBRARY MEET 


Problems W hich Board Mu>t Sol\« 
Upon Occupancy of New High 
Touched Upon 


GRADES TO BE BENEFITTED 


Doubt Expressed as to Formation of 
Junior-High System Because 
Lack of Rooms 


After 
the occupancy of the new 
high school by the four year students, 
the Brainerd Board of Education may 
institute a new school housing plan 
that will affect the city at large, it 
was indicated by prelim inary discus­ 
sion on the m atter at last evening'-; 
m eeting of the board. 
Superintendent W. C. Cobb brough: 
the m atte r to the attention of the 
board 
members, 
agreeing 
that 
it 
would be impossible to form ulate any 
concrete plan until the new school s 
occupied by the four year students 
and the num ber of class rooms to 
take care of additional students in the 
grades can be determined. 
The problems touched upon by the 
board included: 
Relief of congestion in the grad*- 
sohools throughout the city. 
Establishm ent 
of 
a 
junior - biga 
school system affecting 7th, 8th. and 
9th grade pupils. 
Establishm ent 
of 
a 
kindergarten 
system to accomodate children from 
the ages of 4 to G years desiring to 
receive preparatory training to the 
entering of grade school. 
Construction of a junior-high budd­ 
ing on the “north side” to accomodate 
the ever increasing desire for a build­ 
ing to accomodate higher grade stu­ 
dents. 
Institution of junior-high and kind­ 
ergarten systems in the city would 
jesuit in increased state apportion­ 
ment 
th a t 
would 
greatly 
alleviate 
maintenance, Superintendent Cobb ex­ 
plained. 
While the architects contend that 
the new high school will be a 1,000 
pupil 
building, 
the 
board 
members 
voiced opinions last evening th a t they 
were 
inclined 
to 
believe 
that 
the 
school would not take care of this 
number. 
In the four year high school group 
the new school will take care of Cl 
students. 
W hat to do with the r ■ 
roaming 
class 
room 
accomodations 
m ust be solved by the board after the 
occupancy of the building which may 
take place about November 15. 
Mr. Cobb quoted figures to show 
th a t there were 184 8th grade pupils 
in the city and 161 7th graders. 
If 8th grade pupils were taken In 
a t the high school, congestion at the 
various grade schools would be re 
lieved somewhat, he said. Such action 
would tend to do aw ay with basement 
class rooms in the grade schools a*H 
m ake room for kindergarten classes 
should the board so desire. 
Advisability of cleating kindergar­ 
ten was argued at length by Mr. Cobb. 
However, it was pointed out by Mrs. 
J. A. Thabes, the increased state ap­ 
portionm ent 
allotted 
to 
junior-higa 
would not be received if only the 8th 
grade pupils were perm itted to enter 
the new building. 
It being practically impossible to 
house seventh graders in the 
new- 
building Mrs. Thabes expressed h er­ 
self as being in favor of continuing 
the move to secure a new junior-high 
building for the north side.

The care of pullets makes a big dif- 
ferenoe in next y ear’s profits or losses. 
says L. M. Hurd, of the New York 
sta te college of agriculture. 
A fter the 
pullets are twelve weeks of age both 
mash and grain should be constantly 
available in separate outdoor hoppers. 
F resh clean w ater should he frequently 
provided if there Is not a natural sup­ 
ply In the field. 
Unlimited grass, clo­ 
ver, or alfalfa range and shade, are 
essential for best growth. 
The ability to lay is Inherited, and 
thus depends more on breeding than 
on feeding; hut pullets should he well 
developed in body before they start to 
lay. 
If the pullets seem to m ature too 
rapidly, do not feed them wholly on 
grain to slow up their inclination to 
lay ; anything that checks laying Is 
also apt to stunt perm anently the 
growth of the birds. 
Feed a mash 
along with scratch grain, as It Is more 
complete In protein m inerals and vi­ 
tam ines. 
For proper fleshing a t m aturity it Is 
som etim es advisable tem porarily to re­ 
duce the am ount of animal protein— 
m eat scraps, milk, etc—In the mash, 
or to lim it tile am ount of mash fed. 
The form er plan Is better, as it allows 
tile birds a better chance to obtain 
more of the m inerals and vitam ines, 
which

ity eggs eannot he produced and m ar­ 
keted in summ er. 
Commercial poul- 
tryrneu can do it; owners of farm 
flocks can, too, if attention is given 
to a few im portant points. 
All male birds removed from the 
pens so the eggs th at are laid are in­ 
fertile Is the first thing, since infer­ 
tile eggs will 
not spoil so quickly 
as fertile eggs. 
Clean eggs is the 
next. 
It Is alw ays a tem ptation to 
wash eggs that tire dirty so a good ap­ 
pearance will be given. 
Such eggs, 
however, are ii pf to age more readily 
than unwashed eggs, since there is a 
more rapid evaporation of tile con­ 
tents of the egg and the a ir cell be­ 
comes enlarged, giving the egg the ap ­ 
pearance when candled of an old egg. 
Production of clean eggs in the first 
place will help greatly—have plenty 
of clean nesting m aterial in the nests,
